Berlin, January  1t1.—-Radio-wireless 
telephonic communication* between Ber- 


lin and Copenhagen ds now an estab- 
lished fact. 

By this “undamped”’ or continuous 
wave system (as opposed to the ‘ex- 
plostons’’ of the ordinary wireless sys- 
tem) Waldemar Poulsen, the Danish 
inventor, has fnterchanged messages 
between the wireless telephone §sta- 
tions at Weissensee, a suburb of Ber- 
lin, and Lyngby, near Copenhagen, a 
distance of 250 miles. 

The transmission has left nothing to 
be desired in the way of clearness and 
audibility. Preparatory arrangements 
had ‘been made between Welilssensee and 
Lyngby, the recorder and tragsmitter 
were turned alike, and punctually at the 
the first long distance wireless 
telephonic message was flashed through 
the air from Berlin across north Ger- 
many and the waters of the sound. 
Music played in Berlin was distinctly

series of special test words were _ re- 
corded with the greatest of ease. 

The operators at Weissensée say that 
no technical reason exists why radio- 
telephony should not be established be- 
tween Berlin and London.

HARD T0 DRIVE 


New Cruiser Fails to Come 
Up to Contract on 
First Trial. 


Washington, January I!.—Members ot 
the naval board which conducted tne 
trial of the North Carolina on the run 
from Rockland,- Maine, to Newport 
News, Va., arrived in Washington to- 
day and generally expressed confidence 
in the ability of the contractors to se- 
cure the necessary twenty-two knots of 
speed on another trial, The fact that 
the big cruiser fell short of the con- 
tract requirement by only one-tenth of 
a knot under conditions far from favor- 
able, is the basis for this belief. 

Another trial for the North Carolina 
will be made next Saturday. The naval 
trial board will leave Washington Fri- 
day night and boarding the ship Sat- 
urday morning, she will steam straight 
eastward from the Chesapeake Capes 
about two hours, until the seven fathom 
line is found and in water of this depth 
the second trial will be made. Poor 
coal and inexperienced firemen, and 
above all things, the naval requirement 
for the first time that during the trial 
run each fireroom should. be completely 
sealed from the others and from the

A Word in Explanation. 

The cases, to be explanatory for a line 
or so, compose applications on the part 
of one New York trust company and 
three railroad systems for orders re- 
straining the state from enforcing the 
rate laws passed by the extra session 
of the legislature. Preliminary to a 
hearing of ‘the state’s answer to such 
application Judge Thomas G. Jones, sit-

The date of answer was first set down 
for the middle of December, but all 
parties could not be ready, so it went 
over to the first rule day in January, 
which was the 6th. At that time Judge 
Jones was laid up from a fall, and the 
time was extended to Monday Mfnext.

The contention of the state will be 
that the new laws repeal the old and, 
therefore, the former cases are abated.

They say that the gid 
laws are no more in effect, that being 
abated there can be no supplemental 
bilis made to hold, hence, the only 
thing is to cut out the litigation that 
grew out of the acts passed prior to the 
extra session of the legislature in No- 
vem ber.

Possible Outcome. 


If the application of the railroad inter- 
ests are granted an injunction will fot- 
low preventing the application of the 
new laws to any of the lines’ which 
have been made parties to the suits. 
This injunction will extend to all offi- 
cers and all persons. Clerks will be en- 
joined from issuing processes against 
any employee or officer of any road, 
sheriffs will be enjoined from serving 
any that may be issued, and individuals 
will be enjoined from inaugurating or 
bringing any suit. 

In fact, any and every person or offi- 
cer who may in any way bring action 
for any violation of the state laws is 
restrained now, and would then be en- 
joined from in any way interferring 
with the lines or their workings until 
the order of the court is withdrawn. 
For violation of the order, if issued, 
the judge may send to jail or to the 
penitentiary without trial up to five 
years. For refusal to entertain any 
paper of the officers of the court the 
same punishment may be meted eut. In 
other words, if the court sees fit, and in 
the absence of a judgment 
it of jurisdiction, not one of the acts 
can be put into effect, or any punish- 
ment for their violation lie without con- 
sent of the said United States court.

At the London Offices Sevcral Thou- 
sand Dozen of Eggs Have Been 


Receitved—Experts Pronounce 
Them to Be Good in 
EKvery Way.

London, January !1!.—South Australia! 
has just embarked upon the export of| 
new-laid eggs to England. 

At the London office of the agent gen- 


Special 


received several thousand dozens of 
eggs, which have been carefully packed 
and sent to England, and, despite their 
long journey of 13,000 miles, they have 
arrived safely. Experts pronounce them 
to be good in every way and for all 
uses, and state that they are far su- 
perior to any of the continental eggs, 
being larger, aleaner, and better for eat- 
purposes than French, Danish, or 
the Russian import. 

Major A. E. M. Norton, commercial 
representative of the South Australian 
government, said that his government 
hopes before long to be sending millions, 
of these eggs to Great Britain an- | 
nually. 

“The secret of our success,” he sald, 
“is that all the eggs sent over are in- 
fertile. and, whereas fertile eggs g0 
bad, these, although they may shrink a 
little, never go rotten. 

“They are collected mostly in the 
neighborhood of Adelaide, are graded, 
packed, and chilled, but not frozen, They 
will keep for ever. Sales have already 
been effected at prices allowing of $3 
per long hundred to the producer, and 
Tnis is quite satisfactory. 

“A great point about the supply ts that 
in winter, when @g@ges are so dear in 
London, the Australian product can be 
sent over in any quantities and sold at! 
half the prices of home new-laid eggs. 
And they are quite as good.”

The Full Report of*ethe Committee 


on Warehouse and Finance as 
Adopted at Memphis. 

Editor Constitwtion: I was a del- 
egate from Polk county to the National 
Farmers’ Union convention at Memphis, 
Tenn., January 7. 8 and 9. 

Please find enclosed, for publication, a 
copy of the report of our warehouse and 
finance committees, This report was 
unanimously adopted with great enthu- 
Siasm, aS was also a resolution direct- 
ing the various state officials to put the 
Plan into effect at once. 

You will note that this report, adopt- 
ed by the Memphis convention, is al- 
most identickl with the plan outlined by 
my articles in your columns some time 
ago, and later endorsed by the Polk 
County Farmers’ Union. 

If the farmers in Georgia, 
other state in the cotton belt, will call 
into consultation with them the mer- 
chants, bankers and all other trades 
and professions, there Is no good reason 
why this plan should not be made ef- 
fective, for when the farmers prosper 
all prosper.

The prospect of relief by national 
legislation is afar off, and the only re- 
course of our farmers is the cotton 
certificate. 

Wherever and whenever, almost with- 
out exception, you find anyone opposing 
this last resort of the farmer, it is 
based upon lack of information or self- 
ish interest. 

The Memphis convention was com- 
posed of about 2,000 delegates, represen- 
tative farmers from the cotton belt. 

They seemed fully determined to live 
at home, stay out of debt, and hold 
their cotton for 15 cents per pound. 

It seems that the only class of people 
on earth whose interests clash with 
those of the farmer is the cotton spec- 
ulator. and the sooner we put him out 
“big” the better for all concerned.

Instruct all organizers to make that 
incorporated under one charter, withthe con- 
munities are supplied with suitable ware- 
houses. 

We recommend the following plan for adop- 
tion by the convention: 

First. All warehouses in a state should be 
incorporated under one charte, with the con- 
sent of the stockholders in the local ware- 
houses, and thereby increase the capitaliza- 
tion to such an extent as to give the cor- 
pofation a sufficient rating to guarantee ail 
contracts and enable it to carry on all busi- 
ness along legitimate lines, but in the event a 
local warehouse refuses to comply with the 
above terms the refusal shall not interfere 
with the creation of a central selling agency, 
and a local warehouse not taking advantage 
of the above plan may become affiliated with 
the central selling agency on such terms as 
nyvay be agreed to. 

Second. Said corporation shall have the 
power to issue bonds and other forms of 
credit, and to issue cotton certificates in 
sultable denominations, based on cotton as 
collateral security, and backed by the credit 
of the corporation. Said certificates to be 
issued and placed in circulation in times of 
necessity, such as the present. 

Third. Said corporation to issue uniform 
negotiable cotton warehouse receipts for all 
warehouses under its jurisdiction and nego- 
tlate loans on same, either with local or for- 
elgn banks, 

Fourth, Sald corporation shall at once cre- 
ate and maintain a central selling agency 
for the sale uf all cotton placed in the ware- 
houses under its jurisdiction, or those ware- 
houses becoming affiliated with it on agreed 
terms, and all distressed cotton shal] be sold 
through this agency. It shall’ keep a correct 
record of each bale of cotton #0 as to pre- 
vent any speculation in cotton by various 
warehouses, and prevent cotton being sold 
and still reported as being on hana, thereby 
being counted twice. 

Fifth. It shall provide for a system of co- 
operative insurance so that the cotton” can 
be insured at actual cost to the holder. 

Sixth. Said corporation to have a construc- 
tion department to build, extend and equip 
the warehouse system at actual cost to the 
membership of the union, 

Seventh. No one shall be allowed to hold 
stock in the corporation unless he ig @ mem- 
ber of the. union. 

Eighth, The by-laws of the corporation sha]! 
be so framed as to provide ror a local gov- 
erning committee at each loca! warehouse, 
With power to make recommendations to the. 
board of directorg of the corporation, and 
any recommendations agreed to by a majority 
of the local governing boards shal! control the 
action of the board of directors. 

Ninth. The state officials of the state union 
shall be ex-officio members of the board of 
directors and shall have all the privileges 
of the board except to vote. 

Tenth. Thg board of directors shall select 
depositories at each local warehouse for the 
safe-keeping of all funds that may accumu- 
late from the sale of bonds or otherwise, and 
shall shift these funds from one place to an- 
other, ag necessity may require. 

Eleventh. To illustrate the certificate plan 
above referred to a farmer carries a bale of 
cotton to a union warehouse worth $60. He 
receives his warehouse receipt showing weight, 
grade and cotton value. He deposits that re- 
ceipt with a designated trustee who igsueg to 
him and charges to him, two-thirds itg cur- 
rent value in cotton certificates. With these 
he pays his debts and makes hig purchases, 
and his cotton is kept off the market and 
helps us to get the minimum price. When- 
ever this farmer decides to sell his cotton he 
replaces from the proceedg the amount bor- 
rowed and receives the difference,

Editor Constitution: I was a del- 
egate from Polk county to the National 
Farmers’ Union convention at Memphis, 
Tenn., January 7% 8 and 9. 

Please find @nclosed, for publication, a 
copy of the report of our warehouse and 
finance committees, This report was 
unanimously adopted with great enthu- 
siasm, aS was also a resolution direct- 
ing the various state officials to put the 
plan into effect at once. 

You will note that this report, adopt- 
ed by the Memphis convention, is al- 
most identickl with the plan outlined by 
my articles in your columns some time 
ago, and later endorsed by the Polk 
County Farmers’ Union. 

If the farmers in Georgia, 
other state in the cotton belt, will call 
into consultation with them the mer- 
chants, bankers and all other trades 
and professions, there ts no good reason 
why this plan should not be made ef- 
fective, for when the farmers prosper 
all prosper.

The Méemphis convention was com- 
posed of about 2,000 delegates, represen- 
tative farmers from the cotton belt. 

They seemed fully determined to live 
at home, stay out of debt, and hold 
their cotton for 15 cents per pound. 

It seems that the only class of people 
on earth whose interests clash with 
those of the farmer is the cotton spec- 
ulator. and the sooner we put him out 
of “biz’ the better for all concerned.

First. That we must push our Farmers’ 
tnion organizaffon unffl every eligible man 
is a member of the order. 

Second. We must build and rent 
houses until every bale of cotton Is handled 
in our own warehouses by our own men, 
who can tell its grade and worth. 

Third. We must cut down our cotton acre- 
age enough to raise everything we need to 
feed and eat on the farm. 

Foufth. We must cut down expenses in 
every way, do without everything we possibly 
can so as to be out of debt next fall. No- 
body can boss a farmer who is out of debt. 
In debt there ts always somebody who can 
twist. But the recemt financial 
crisis has taught us that even though we 
accomplish all these things and are thereby 
enabled to lock up every bale of the next 
cotton crop, the speculators can lock up our 
circulating medium and leave us absolutely 
helpless. 

Experience has taught 
cotton is properly stored in approved ware- 
houses, covered by insurance, there is no 
better collateral: therefore, we urge the state

Instruct all organizers to make that 
incorporated under one charter, withthe con- 
munities are supplied with suitable ware- 
houses. 

We recommend the following plan for adop- 
tion by the convention: 

First. All warehouses in a state should be 
incorporated under one charte, with the con- 
sent of the stockholders -in the local ware- 
houses, and thereby increase the capitaliza- 
tion to such an extent as to give the cor- 
pofation a sufficient rating to guarantee all 
contracts and enable it to carry on all busi- 
ness along legitimate lines, but in the event a 
local warehouse refuses to comply with the 
above terms the refusal shall not interfere 
with the creation of a central selling agency, 
and a local warehouse not taking advantage 
of the above plan may become affiliated with 
the central selling agency on such terms as 
may be agreed to. 

Second. Said corporation shall have the 
power | to issue bonds and other forms of 
credit, and to issue cotton certificates in 
sultable denominations, based on cotton as 
collateral security, and backed by the credit 
of the corporation. Said certificates to be 
issued and placed in circulation in times of 
necessity, such as the present. 

Third. Said corporation to issue uniform 
negutiable cotton warehouse receipts for all 
warehouses under its jurisdiction and nego- 
tlate loans on same, either with local or for- 
elgn banks, 

Fourth, Said corporation shall at once cre- 
ate and maintain a central selling agency 
for the sale of all cotton placed in*the ware- 
houses under its jurisdiction, or those ware- 
houses becoming affiliated with it on agreed 
terms, and all distressed cotton shall be sold 
through this agency. It shall’ keep a correct 
record of each bale of cotton s6 as to pre- 
vent any speculation in cotton by various 
warehouses, and prevent cotton being sold 
and still reported as being on hand, thereby 
being counted twice. 

Fifth. It shall provide for a system of co- 
operative insurance so that the cotton” can 
be insured at actual cost to the holder. 

Sixth. Said corporation to have a construc- 
tion department to build, extend and equip 
the warehouse system at actual cost to the 
membership of the union. 

Seventh. No one shall be allowed to hold 
stock in the corporation unless he ig @ mem- 
ber of the. union. 

Eighth. The by-laws of the corporation shall 
be so framed as to provide ror a local gov- 
erning committee at each local warehouse, 
with power to make recommendations to the 
board of directorg of the corporation, and 
any recommendations agreed to by a majority 
of the local governing boards shall control the 
action of the board of directors. 

Ninth. The state officials of the state union 
shall be ex-officlo members of the board of 
directors and shall have all the privileges 
of the board except to vote. 

Tenth. Thg board of directors shall select 
depositories at each local warehouse for the 
safe-keeping of all funds that may accumu- 
late from the sale of bonds or otherwise, and 
shail shift these funds from one place to an- 
other, ag necessity may require. 

Eleventh. To illustrate the certificate plan 
above referred to a farmer carries a bale of 
cotton to a union warehouse worth $60. He 
receives his warehouse receipt showing weight, 
grade and cotton value. He deposits that re- 
ceipt with a designated trustee who iasueg to 
him and charges to him, two-thirds itg cur- 
rent value in cotton certificates. With these 
he pays his debts and makes hig purchases, 
and his cotton is kept off the market and 
helps us to get the minimum price. When- 
ever this farmer decides to sell his cotton he 
replaces from the proceedg the amount bor- 
rowed and receives the difference.

The most serious apprehension at 
present is that some half-way measure 
will, in view of the opposition which is 
sure to develop to any plan proposed, 
find its way on the statute books. Any 
radical departure from the existing 
basic principles of Our currency system 
will be vigorously fought. On the oth- 
er hand, to patch up the existing sys- 
tem might seem as difficult a task as 
that which confronted the ancients be- 
fore the advent of Ptolemy in account- 
ing for the movement of some new 
celestial body. 

The financial platform of the gentle- 
man from Texas, who ‘‘was in favor of 
any plan thaq mrould give us more 
money,” has numerous supporters, but is 
open to vital atack. The woters of the 
country have expressed themselves on 
that subject and our policy is fixed: A 
dollar which Uncle Sam indorses must 
be intrinsically worth a dollar, or it 
must represent metallic reserves held in 
the national treasury worth a dollar, or

Maximum of Elasticity Sought. 


The country wants a cuTrency that 
will be as good as goki. There must be 
no wnsoundness, no dangerous inflation, 
no dilution, such @s would drive gold 
from our shores. The maximum of elas- 
ticity with the minimum of basic change 
seems to be the plan on which the finan- 
eiers in the national senate are working. 
Senaters Aldrich, Allison and Hale, of 
the senate finance committee, are giving 
some profound study to the problem. Any 
dill Genator Aldrich approves will be 
put through by a party vote. He is the 
financial and poltical cotossus of the 
nation, 

To the average member of congress 
this currency question is a weighty po- 
litical as well as a financial question. 
It is political because the boys back in 
the dees-trict may mot be well up on 
the fine points of the game of finance 
and hard to convince, for instance, of 
the necessity for “allowing their national 
bamks to issue any more money aig 


what they air now issuin’. It is a dell- 
cate financial problem, because it is 
practically dunpossible to tell in advance 
how any theory will work out in actual 
practice. 


Studying European Systems. 

The fiscal laws of other countries and 
the financial systems that have proven 
their worth are, therefore, being assid- 
iously studied. It is interesting to note 
that the United States is the only large 
civilized power on the globe that con- 
siders the issue of money as purely a 
government function. dn all other coun- 
tries the fiscal operations of the govern- 
ment are conducted through a central 
(bia mk. 

England chartered the Bank of Eng- 
land in 1694, and it has in its 213 years 
of existence supported the commercial 
structure of the country in many dire 
crises, with the full power and credit 
of the empire. Germany has her im- 
perial bank amy in republican France is 
probably the most substantial govern- 
ment bank in the whole workd. Russia, 
Holland, Belgium, Spain, Portugal, Aus- 
tria-Hiungary, Denmark, Norway, Sweden 
and the republic of Switzerland have 
each found it convenient and wise to 
foster and protect a central government 


bank. 

Of all the foreign banking systems, 
the two which are being most promi- 
nently urged as a model for the United 
States wre the Imperial Bank of Ger- 
many (Reichsbank) and the Bank of 
France. Should the American people de- 
termine to establish a government bank 
one of these will be copied, 


Issues of Bank Currency. 

Less radical departures from our pres- 
emt financial policy contemplate the ex- 
tension of the national bank system by 
permitting the banks to issue, in addi- 
tion to the present bond secured cur- 
renoy, @ credit ourrency based upon the 
general credit of the banks, or an asset 


currency, based upon approved securi- 
ties other than government bonis. 

It is probable that the measure to be 
recommended to congress some time dur- 
ing January, will provide for an emer- 
gency circulation to be issued by the 
national banks upon approved securi- 
ties. Such details as the tax to be 
charged against these issues, amount of 
reserves to be held against them, re- 
demption fund, collateral securities and 
volume to be issued have not yet been 
definitely settled. 


Various Plans Advocated. 

The most comprehensive measures of 
relief recently urged and which have 
been most prominently advocated may be 
briefly stated: 

. Issues of greenbacks by the na- 
tional treasury in accordance with the 
civil war acts of July !7, 1861, anti 
February 25, !862. 

2. Issues of credit or asset currency 
by the national Zanks.

‘he greenback theory was urged upon 
President Roosevelt by Hon, Thomas 
EK Watson, ex-candidate for president 
on the populist ticket. He insists that 
the civil war acts are still good law. lls 
position is endorsed by a number of 
southern democrats. The advocates ot 
other measures insist that instead of 
being substituted for national bank 
notes, greenbacks might supplement 
these issues in times of great national 
emergencies, such as war, or wide busi- 
ness depression. The British govern- 
ment in ‘$1792 issued 6,000,000 of eéX- 
chequer bills to stay a panic, after the 
Bank of England had become frightened 
and begun to restrict credits. A fund 
of & 2,000,000 was loaned to the 
publis through a committee of par- 
liament. 

Plans for national bank note issues are 
closely modeled after the Canadian sy8- 
tem. The American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion plan and the New York chamber 
of commerce plan, while less liberal 
than the Canadian system, differ from 
dt only in degree. 

The Canadian currency system has 
stood the test of time. It has proven en- 
tirely adequate to the demands of busi- 
ness in fat years and lean years of 
prosperity and adversity. The patche- 
work currency system of the United 
States, on the other hand, has broken 
down under the strain of every great 
financial crisis. Recently this country 
has been treated to the dnomaly of a 
financia] crisis in a period of unboundéu 
prosperity. A year has just ciosed in 
which all lines of industry were worked 
to the limit of their capacity, and when 
the great American farmer contributed 
to the wealth of the country farm 
crops work $7,300,000,000. Nevertheless 
we had a panic. 

Objection to Clearing House Cer- 
tificates. 


As in past financial crises, the banks 
protected themselves by gathering into 
their vaults as reserves all the actual 
money within reach, and issued clear- 
ing house certificates. The objection to 
this plan is that actual money is hoard- 
ed, domestic exchange Is seriously in- 
terferred with and the collection busi- 
the banks is paralyzed. Had 
there been legal warrant for issues of 
emergency bank circulation, the notes 
of Atlanta or Savannah or Memphis 
banks would have freely circulated in 
New York, and vice versa. The panic 
has furnished an argument in favor of 
a credit currency that has been relent- 
lessly driven home. 

Details of Canadian System. 


A Canadian bank having $500, 000 
capital, of which one- half is paid 
may issue to the amount of its capital, 
bank credit notes. These notes are un- 
secured, save in being made a preferred 
credit on the assets of the bank, and 
are untaxed. No reserves are required 
to be held against them, though, of 
course, reserves are voluntarily held.

Fight Over Old United States Bank. 
The opposition to a central bank

dates back to the controversy between 
General Andrew Jackson and the old 
United States bank which ne made 
war upon. The outcome of this strug- 
gle was that President svackson ordered 
the government’s funds out of the 
bank and scattered them among the 
States and private banks of his own 
choosing. When the panic of 1837 came 
many Ofgthese banks failed and in con- 
Sequence the government’s funds were 
tiled up and a Jarge part of them lost. 
The independent treasury plan was 
then adopted. Under this plan the 
United States collected its revenues :n 
cash, put the money in a steel vault 
and put the time lovk on the door un- 
til reddy to pay out the funds to meet 
regular appropriations, The result was 
to withdraw hundreds of milliong of 
money from circulation to be locked 
up for months where it could be of no 
possible use to the country's indus- 
tries, 


Ofher Countries Have Government 
Banks, 


The advocates of a central bank point 
out that every government in the world 
except the United States keeps 
bank account in the same way a pri- 
vate corporation does, Its collections’ 
go into the bank and are checked out 
as needed. The balance remaining is 
avallable for commercial purposes. 

A central bank, if established in this 
country, would perform the following 
functions: 
disburse government money. (2) Afford 
rediscount facilities to banks. (3) Issue 
properly protected bank credit notes 
when an emergency arose, thus insuring 
an elastic currency.

gives an interesting history of forestry 
in an article entitled, “The Fight for 
the Forests,” in which he points out 
on one side the destructive greed of a 
few, on the other the splendid work of

In conclusion Mr. White writes: 

What can vou do? Sit down now and write 
to both your representatives and your sena- 
tor. Tell them plainly and briefly that you 
approve of the national forests, and wish 
them to stand for them. It is very easy to 
say: ‘Oh, I'm only John Jones. The senator 
doesn't know me from Adam. What atten- 
tion- would he pay to me” I'd sign a petition 
where my name would have some weight by 
adding to rumbers; but it would look foolish 
to write an individual letter.’’ That is where 
you are wrong. One individual letter counts 
more than columns of newspaper advice, than 
pages of formal petition. At least it can do 
no harm. It will cost a piece of paper, an 
envelope, a &-cent stamp and two minutes of 
time. And it will help in a fight which is 
every American’s fight, and his children’s and 
their children’s, throughout the generations.

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THAT “MYSTERIOUS MR. RAFFLES.” 


Isn't it about time for the railroad commission’s “Mysterious Mr. Raffles” 
to reveal his identity and let the public win the prize? 

it hasn’t been so very many months, or weeks, ago since the chairman 
of the railroad commission conceived an “alleged powerful” remedy against 
defections in railroad service, and imparted it confidentially to Assistant to 
the President J. S. B. Thompson of the Southehn railway, with permission 
to pass it on to such officials of other roads as might inquire about it. 

Thus. was the “Mysterious Mr. Raffles” sent on his mission. 

Being unaware of the nature of the remedy, whether, as we have sug- 
gested before, it is boiling oil, decapitation or enforced hari-kari, it is impossi- 
ble to- judge by its terms of its true force. 

But if we may be permitted to judge from effect, not an infrequent basis 
of correct judgment, it is evident that the aforesaid remedy has not proven 
potent in the one case in which it was divulged to the party of the second 
part. 

More specifically, in the case of the Southern railway, attention may be 
directed to the fact that the Southern’s Atlanta and Jacksonville train, due to 
leave this city at 12:55 a. m., has, as we have before noted, been in the 
persistent and inexcusable habit of leaving from three to six hours behind 
schedule time. Likewise the through New Orleans train, coming in by the 
Southern and due to leave at 6:40 p. m., has acquired ,the same undesirable 
habit, and a few nights ago it got out of Atlanta at 3:30 a. m., when due to 
leave here at 6:40 the night before. 

If the remedy has not proven effective in the case of the Southern, to 
whose officials its terms are known, it is evident either that it has not been 
applied or that it is not feared. + 

But of the potency of this remedy the chairman of the commission had 
no question or doubt. Did he not, as the only intimation of its secret yet 
infallible nature, assert its effectiveness? 

Why not trot it out and see if publicity won't help? 

At least give it to the other railroads which are not free of similar de- 
ficiencies in service, and see if it will not have more effect upon them than 
it has, as yet, upon the system presided over by the genial and urbane, but 
still secretive, Mr. Thompson, 

So far as effect to date is concerned, matters have apparently been grow- 
ing worse. Schedules are ignored, more connections are missed, more passen- 
gers are inconvenienced and more mails are delayd. 

If this remedy of remedies is to accomplish anything, it would seem to be 
time for it to be getting about it, 

If the commission has the power to effect a cure, which we assume to be 
beyond question, the sort of service the public is getting certainly demands 
its action. This is not time for a continued exchange of confidential courtesies.

In published accounts of the termi- 
nation of the famous Greene and Gay- 
nor trial,. with the entry of the con- 
victed conspirators upon their prison 
sentences, it was not, perhaps, alto- 
gether unnatural, therefore, that too 
little note was taken of the part of 
that eminent jurist, Judge Emory 
Sveer of the United States courts for 
the southern district of Georgia, from 
its inception in the drawing of the 
grand jury by:which the indictments 
were found, through long and tedious 
extraditic1 proceedings and a trial 
lasting for months, to its final ending 
with the last word of the United States 
supreme court, 

Thete are lodged in judges of the 
United States courts wider discretion- 
ary towers than are commonly found 
in the courts of the state; and with 
just and impartial usage, these powers 
sre abundantly forceful in the true ad- 
ministration of justice. Without preju- 
cice a United States judge may take 
steps in enforcing a criminal prosecu- 
tion where there is apparent guilt, 
which in the courts of Georgia, for in- 
stance, might be considered technical 
ground for reversal. Equally he may 
cirect the prompt acquittal of a de- 
fendant whose prosecution seems naall 
varranted. 

With jurisdictional powers such as 
these, with a clear case of conspiracy 
tu defraud the government made out 
in the case of former Captain Oberlin 
M. Carter as the result of his trial by 
courtmartial, with the fact clearly de- 
veloped in that trial that Greene and 
Gaynor were Carter's associates in 
ihat conspiracy, a fact of which the 
court could not take cognizance but 
had to develop anew, it is easy to see 
how even a small error in court order 
or ruling might have vitiated the 
whole important proceeding and de- 


extensive and notorious conspiracy 
case with which the government has 
ever had to deal in this part of the 
country. 

No stone was left unturnéd by emi- 
nent and able counsel for the defend- 
ants to show such error on the part 
of the court; Judge Speer was even 
assailed, on the part of the defense 
before, during and following the trial, 
as a prejudiced prosecutor, as a judge 
who had determined on conviction in 
advance of the proof submitted to the 
jury. 

It must be a genuine satisfaction 
which Judge Speer now enjoys, not 
coly in the complete vindication of his 
ccurse, but in the tribute paid to his 
work in connection with that trial in 
the affirmation of verdict and sen- 
tence not only by the court of appeals, 
but in the prompt dismissal of the ap- 
peal for further review by the su- 
rreme court of the United States. 

The action of the higher courts is a 
testimonial to the correctness of his 
piocedure, to the absence of error 
f.om his rulings, for it may be assert- 
cd beyond question that defendants’ 
coynsel overlooked no possible inci- 
dent of the trial in which might be 
found the smallest hope of reversal.

le Deginning of the crisis o 4 
$1,233,300 October 25. vain wae lore 
increased to $54,103,600 by November 
23; from that maximum there was a 
more or iess gradua] reduction in this 
item to $11,505,550 January 4, this year, 
and this deficiency was, as above noted, 
changed to a substantial surplus in the 
Statement of last week. It will be ine 
teresting to note that in the crisis of 
i893 the first deficiency was shown 
July 8; the banks indicated a surplus of 
$2,964,375 on September 9, so that the 
visible traces of the panic of that year 
continued to be shown for nine weeks:

IN BLAZING RUINS 


Four Meet Death at Skyscraper 
Fire in New York 


WATER PRESSURE WAS WEAK. 


Firemen Were Unable to Get a 
Stream Above the Eighth Story. 
The Great Building Burn- 
ed Almost Like 
Tinder. 


New York, January !!.—Four men, 
three of them firemen, were killed, 
and about $5,000,000 worth of property 
destroyed by fire, which ruined the 13- 
story Parker building, at Fourth avenue 
and Nineteenth street, last night. The 
firemen are believed to have gone down 
the blazing ruins when one of the 
fiGers fell, but none of their comrades 
witnessed their deaths.

JOHN FALLON. * 

THOMAS O'CONNOR, 

THOMAS PHILLIPS, 
an engine company. 

ROBERT BEYER, a printer, who was 
at work in the building when the fire 
Started, was missing, and was believed 
have killed. 

Weak Water: Pressure. 

The fire began on the sixth floor of the 
buil Baffled by weak water pres- 
sure bursting hose, the firemen 
at great disadvantage. Water 
not forced above the eighth 
story. Falling floors cut off the escape 
to the street, not only of firmen, but 
of other occupants, and they were res- 
cued only by the most daring work. 
The foundations of the building abutted 
against the subway, and the walls bulg- 
ing when the steel posts and girders 
first expanded and then contracted, 
threatened to fall and crush the tube. 
All traffic in the subway between Four- 
teenth street and the Grand Central 
Station, at Forty-second street, Was sus- 
pended while the fire was at its worst 
in the early hours, but was resumed 
during the height of the early rush of 
passengers down town, only to be sus- 
pended again under urgent orders of the 
tire and building departments. For hours 
after the fire was practically extin- 
guished it was still considered as too 
dangerous to run trains by the building, 
and subway passengers were forced to 
resort to the elevated and surface cars. 

Building Burned Like Tinder. 

The great building burned almost like 
tinder. The fire in the upper = stories 
gained headway unchecked, as it was far 
beyond the reach of the fire depart- 
ment’s great water towers. Sensa- 
tional rescues were the feature of the 
fire. ‘Five men who were at-work on 
the’ top floor of the building were cut 
off from below and sought the 
roof, where stood silhouetted 
against the flames, which had broken 
through the roof. From the top of an 
adjoining building, several] stories lower 
than the blazing one, a line was shot 
up to the other building, and with this 
line the men drew up the hose. . Three 
firemen were caught In the sixth story 
when a floor below them dropped and 
were forced upward to the seventh and

The object of the meeting was to per- 
fect arrangements for the convention 
of next Thursday, to discuss the pro- 
gram, and to appoint committees to act 
in the conduct of the convention, and in 
the success of the mass meeting. Mr. 
Pope, in opening the meeting, urged 
upon the committee to work for a large 


which, he explained, a large delegation 
would be appointed to go to congress 
in the south’s interest in the national 
forestry bill to come before congress 
the latter part of the month. 


Immediate Action Urged. 


John H. Finney, secretary of the Ap- 
palachian Forest Association, at Mr. 
Pope's request, laid before the com- 
mittee the necessliy for well organized 
and concentrated action on the part of 
the people in the central south, the 
Atlanta mass meeting being looked to 
as the event to mark this action. Mr.

Public wtllitv corporations have paid 
the state in taxes for 1907 a total of 
more than $615,000, which is the amount 
the state receives at 5 mills on total 
assessments of $123,000,000.

Atinata, Ga., January 11, 1908.—My Dear 
Sir: I am now preparing my annual report, 
as state treasurer and state bank examiner, 
to the governor, and it will be in the hands 
of the pinter within a few days. 

Before its printing I would be very glad to 
have you send me your views of the recent 
passed by the legislature, August 12, 
1907, ‘‘Entitled an act to create in the treas- 
ury department of the state of Georgia a bank 
bureau, etc.,"’ and any suggestions as to 
amendments looking toward e iniprovement 
of our banking laws. See third paragraph 
of section 20 of said bill, a copy of which 
was sent to your bank soon after its passage.

It will be noted at once that there 
is a complete unity: of opinion among 
the critics not merely with regard to 
features of Bauer’s work concerning 
Which there could be only one opinion, 
but with regard to -one phase of his 
development since his last tour of this 
country which they must find as pro- 
nounced as it is significant since al! 
his critics remark upon it. 

His art, all the newspapers agree, is 
warmer and more poetic, and he has 
grown out of that apparent attitude of 
“standing aloof to watch his own 
work,’’ and complacenly thus exploit 
it. A kind of Jack Horner attitude 
that pulls out a plum, and says “What 
a great boy am I.’ Which does not 
mean that Bauer has ever exploited 
himself at the expense of his music, 
but that until now he has not been 
really a part of his music. 

Bauer's physiognomy speake more 
emphatically of his German extraction,

Washington, D. C., January 1|1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Complaint has been filed with the 
interstate commerce commission charg- 
ing discrimination on the part of the 
Central of Georgia railroad and the At- 
lantic Compress Company against Un- 
jon Springs, Ala., its compresses, cot- 
ton merchants and cotton farmers. 

The case embraces the same points as 
those involved in the application now 
pending before the Georgia railroad com 
mission asking for a differentia] in the 
rate on compressed cotton over uncom- 
pressed cotton. 

There ts an independent compress at 
Tnion Springs, but the Central makes 
the same rate on uncompressed as com- 
pressed cotton. It agrees to compress 
the cotton en route and delivers the 
staple to the most convenient compress 
which it owns or controls for this pur- 
pose. Since Union Springs has the 
warehouse and compress facilities for 
handling all the cotton grown in that 
territory, it is claimed that the Central's 
action in having the compressing done 
at Eufaula, Montgomery, Troy and Co- 
lumbus is a discrimination against Un- 
ion Springs They, therefore, petition 
the*interstate commerce commission for 
relief.

to the condition of illiteracy in their 
respective counties: to form, in its dis- 
cretion, a general state committee, com-! 
posed of leading men who are advocates 
of compulsory education; and, in short, 
to create such public sentiment for the 
measure as shall speedily insure its 
passage. 

The committee would be especially 
glad to receive the names and audresses 
of volunteer workers for compulsory 
education in every community, whether 
or not there is a branch of the federa- 
tion in that community, and it would 
be glad to find out those- who have 
spoken or written or used their influence 
publicly in any way for such a law. 

Naturally, it will be tmpossible for 
this committee alone to rouse sufficient 
public sentimertt for such a law through- 
out the whole of the state, but it is our 
hope that every one who may read this! 
notice may feel personally invited to be-! 
come an active factor in the campaign. 

And certainly when we realize that in 
our own beloved state one out of every 
five children. 40 to 14 years old, ts il- 
literate; when we know that we are 
permitting thirty-four illiterates of this 
age to every one in Massachusetts 
when we consider what it has meant 
and will mean to us that one white vot- 
er out of every eight tn Georgia can 
neither read nor make out his ballot; 
when we know that all the greatest 
States in our union have such laws as 


we want, and that they have been 
passed or are being urged in all our 
sister southern states; when we con- 
Sider that we are allowing each year an 
army of young people to drift beyond 
the school age into the hideous dark- 
ness of illiteracy and its consequent pov- 
erty and blind struggle ending too 
often in crime; when we stop to con- 
Sider that under the acute stress of 
modern life there is no individual so 
able that he can reach [00th part of 


his ability if he be kept an illiterate. 
and no individual so incompetent that)

CAMPAIGN FOR 
A COMPULSORY 
EDUCATIONALW 


By Mrs. Warren Boyd. 


The committee On compulsory educa- 
tion has just been appointed, hence it 
has neither been able to perfect &ts or- 
ganization nor to fully determine upon 
its plan of work for the year. The com- 
mittee will consist of Mrs. Warren 
Boyd, chairman; Mrs. W. PF. Pattillo, 
Mrs. Sam Jones, Mrs. Hugh Willett, 
Mrs. C. B. Wilmer, Mrs. Oscar Pee- 
ples, Miss Sarah Converse, Mrs. A. J. 
McKelway, Mrs. Howard Van Wyck, 
and Mrs. Lipscomb, ex-officio. Other 
names will be added to these later, and 
all the members of the general commit- 
tee on education for the federation will 
also be ex-officio enlisted in the work. 

The first endeavor of the committee 
will be to reach, as directly and as gen- 
erally as possible, all the clubs in the 
state federation. 

To do this, the committee 
form subcommittees in each federated 
club, whose purpose shall be to bring 
the subject prominently before their 
own club and its members, to supply 
the local press with material on the 
subject, and to circulate, if possible, a 
petition addressed to their representa- 
tives urging the importance of the meas- 
ure. Beside forming these subcommit- 
tees, the committee will endeavor to 
reach and cooperate with all existing or- 
Sanizations already working for com- 
pulsory education, collecting and dis- 
seminating the results of their spe- 
cial work; to get the subject before 
other large education and philanthropic 
organizations to the end that they may 
obtain their endorsement; to obtain 
the cooperation of speakers of national 
reputation Who are shortly to be heard 
in various cities of Georgia; to send lit- 
erature on the subject to the various 
representatives in our legislature; to 
call the attention of the grand juries 
to the condition of illiteracy in their 
respective counties; to form, in its dis- 
cretion, a general state committee, com- 
posed of leading men who are advocates 
of compulsory education; and, in short, 
to create such public sentiment for the 
measure as shall speedily insure its 
passage.

will try to

of volunteer workers for compulsory 
education in every community, whether 
or not there is a branch of the federa- 
tion in that community, and it would 
be glad to find out those who have 
spoken or written or used their influence 
publicly in any way for such a law. 
Naturally, it -will be !mpossible for 
this committee alone to rouse sufficient 
public sentimertt for such a law through- 
out the whole of the state, but it is our 
hope that every one who may read this 


come an active factor in the campaign. 

And certainly when we realize that in 
our own beloved state one out of every 
five children, 40 to 14 years old, ts il- 
literate; when we Know that we are 
permitting thirty-four illiterates of this 
age to every one in Massachusetts; 
when we consider what it has meant 
and will mean to us that one white vot- 
er out of every eight tn Georgia can 
neither read nor make out his ballot: 
when we know that all the greatest 
States in our union have such laws as 


we want, and that they have been 
passed or are being urged in all our 
sister southern states; when we con- 
Sider that -we are allowing each year an 
army of young people to drift beyond 
the school age into the hideous dark- 
ness of illiteracy and its consequent pov- 
erty and blind struggle ending too 
often in crime; when we stop to con- 
Sider that under the acute stress of 
modern life there is no individual so 
able that he can reach 100th part of 
his ability if he be kept an illiterate. 
and no individual so incompetent that 
What little ability he has cannot be 
made greater by education and training;

With the spirit of Christmas lngering 
in our hearts we greet you, club women 
of Georgia! 

We greet you in the broad, full mean- 
ing of the word ‘federation’: as we in- 
terpret it, a union of intellectual and 
spiritual interests, a compact for social 
betterment. a league for “all things 
high’ and the world’s uplift. In all 
that ‘‘federation’” means of fellowship, 
of fraternity, of sympathy, of coopera- 
tion. of oneness of purpose, of leyalty 
to organization, we greet you! 

We wish you this New Year, as indl- 
viduals, the blessings of heart and 
health and home! As club women, we 
wish you the joy of service, zealous 
work in the cause of education and full 
accomplishment! 

The story goes that in the long ago 
three monks stood at an abbey gate on 
‘he first day of the year, and as each 
pilgrim passed in line the first monk 
said: ‘God grant you health!” and 
gave him a cordial. The second said: 
“God grant vou peace!’ and gave him 
a crucifix. third monk said: “God 
grant vou happiness!’ and gave him a 
tool—to the soldier a sword; to the 
poet, a pen; to the shepherd, a crook: 
to the farmer, a hoe. Work then was 
the secret of happiness, and so it is 
today. <A wish for renewed efforts in 
Such service as we render in this, our 
educational work, is particularly appro- 
priate at Christmas.

Indeed, comparatively 
few of the Arabian tribes have horses, 
and the best are kept on the plateay 
of Najd, in the center of the peninsula, 
They belong to the Anazah tribe, which 
is one of the oldest of all, and which 
claims to date back to the flood. If 
is a wealthy tribe, and it has been 
breeding horses for many generations, 
The best stock has pedigrees going back 
to the time of Mahomet, and the very 
choicest come from five mares which 
were owned by the prophet and blessed 
by him. These horses seldom go out of 
Arabia. They are owned by the chiefs. 
and are not sold, except in times of 
the direst necessity. Now and then a 
few get into Egypt and other parts of 
north Africa, and the sulian of Tur- 
key is able to buy some for his sta 
bles. 

During my stay in Algeria I saw 15¢ 
stallions in the great army stables at 
Blidah. Perhaps one-third of them were 
Arabian, and they were kept to breed 
horses for the French army. The Khe- 
dive of Egypt has some Arabian thor- 
oughbreds, and there are a few in 
Morocco and Abyssinia. 

It is onty occasionally that a pure 
ged Arabian goes to Europe or thé 

nited States. Two of the best stal- 
lions we ever imported were those 
which General Grant brought from Con- 
stantinople. This was, I think, during 
his tour around the world. While visit- 
Turkey he and the sultan vtsited 
royal stables together. As they 
looked over the horses the sultan told 
Grant to pick out the one he liked best, 
and he designated a dapple gray callec 
The Leopard. “It is yours,” said the 
sultan, “and this also,’ Pointing to @ 
4-year-old colt called Linden Tree. In 
due time these two horses arrived in 
the United States, and were put on Gen- 
eral Ed Beale'’s farm near Washington, 
They were used for breeding, and they 
produced altogether about fifty fine 
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whose future and 
welfare largely depends upon 
the action taken by the women of 

Georgia. And the welfare of our sis- 
ter women—this is a cause that quick- 
}ens our heart-throbs. 

I appeal to each member of my com- 
mittee to urge the women of their 
sections of the state to unite with our 
state federation, that they may by 
organized effort and the power of num-
